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INTRODUCTION 

TMs  bibliographj'-  is,  to  my  knowledge,  the  most  conprehensive 
and  exhaustive  ever  compiled  on  Blacks  in  the  Cities.     It  is  prim- 
arily designed  as  a  reference  for  those  viho  vrish  to  learn  more 
about  the  life  of  Blacks  in  urban  areas  from  1900-1972.     Because 
of  the  present  interests  in  Blacks  in  cities  there  is  a  need  for  a 
bibliography  of  this  nature. 

No  doubt  most  people  are  aware  of  St.  Clair  Drake  and  Horace 
Cayton's  Black  Metropolis.     It  is  the  most  intensive  analysis  of 
urban  Blacks  ever  T^rritten.     There  is  also  Idlan  H.  Spear's  Black 
Chicago;     The  Maiding  of  a  Megro  Ghetto,  1890-1920.     This  is  a 
classic  in  its  fieldj  Kenneth  Clark's  Dark  Ghetto;     Dilemmas  of 
of  Social  Power.     This  brilliant  Black  psychologist  gives  a  dis- 
section of  Black  urban  lifej  Gilbert  Osofslcy's  Harlem;     The  Making 
of  A  Ghettos   and  Gerald  Leinxrard's,  The  Megro  in  the  City. 

This  irork  is  divided  into  four  main  headings:     Reports  and 
Pamphlets I  Government  Documents j  Books j   and  Periodicals.     The 
Periodical  section  includes  not  only  periodicals,  but  also  maga- 
zines,  essays,  newspapers,   and  journals.     There  is  also  a  list  of 
United  States  Journals  concerned  with  urban  affairs  as  well  as  a 
list  of  bibliographies  that  pertain  to  the  broadest  aspects  of 
Blacks  in  urban  areas. 

Obviously,   any  work  of  this  nature  involves  many  people  and 
many  man  hours.     Hence  it  would  be  impossible  to  name  all  persons 
that  assisted  in  this  bibliography.     However,  I  must  express  spec-
